Explanatory Note 
( This will not form part of the amendment, but is intended to indicate 
the general purport.) 

Present rule 49 of the Kerala Plantations Labour Rules provides inter 
alia that financial aid to the Plantation Employers for running of Schools 
of workers children will be considered by the Education Department 
when the strength of pupils reaches fifty. It has been pointed out by 
Education Department that the provision is being invoked freely by the 
plantation minagements seeking grant- n -aid from Government. As reco .. 
gnition and grants -in -aid to schools depend on diverse factors, the mere 
strength of a school run by a plantation management will not by itselfmake 
it eligible for financial aid from Governm « nt. To solve the above diffi 
culty and to inake the rules clear the above ameadment is proposed .

The Government of Kerala referred the following industrial dispute 
existing between the above parties for adjudication by order No. G. 0. Rt.

Quantum of bonus for the accounting year 1969-70 , 
2. Both the unions appeared and filed their claim statements . 

In the 
stateinent of Union No. 1 they say that they are adopting all the contentions

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raised by Union No. 2. They want the relief also claimed by Union No. 2. 
Union No. 2 says that this mill is an important powerloom factory in 
Cannanore District employing about 124 workers . They have suade 
buted to this. Their demand is for payment of bonus at the rate of 20 % . 
enormous profits during the year 1969-70 and the workmen also have contri 
When this demand was made the management took the position that the 
trading results do not justify payment of that amount and they state that 
they need pay only the minimum bonus. 

No settlement was arrived at 
during the conciliation conferences. Now the Union says that the manage 
menthas made sufficient profits to pay bonus at the rate of 20 % . 

3. Themanagement in the reply statement filed by them disputes the 
correctness of the statement that they have made enormous profits. Their 
financial position is such , that they need only pay the minimum bonus. The 
trading results were such that there is no justification for payment of a higher 
rate. The management paid the statutory minimun and the workers are : 
not entitled to anything more than that. So the demand is not justified. 

4. "There is also a rejoinder fi ed by Union No II . Here they repeat 
their conte: tion that this is very prosperous concern and during this year 
they have made enormous profits and they are liable to pay 20 % bonus. 

5 . After filing this, both parties took a number of adjournments. The 
management filed the profit and loss account ani the balance sheet for the 
year 1969-70 . There after the union has no : cared even to file a worksheet 
claiming bonus as per their demand. They have also not chosen to dispute 
the figures shown in the balance sheet and profit and loss account. In the 
absence of reasons justifying a different conclusion other than the one based 
on the figures in the profit and loss account and balance sheet , I have to 
presume that the figures therein are correct. Since these are presumed to 
be correct there is no justification for the demand of the workers for a higher 
rate of bonus. Hence I find that the workers are not entitled to get anything 
more than what have been paid by the management towards the bonus for 
the year 1969-70. 

The reference is answered accordingly .

ACT 
to amend the Foreign Awards (Recognition and Enforcement) Act, 1961. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -fourth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. Short title. - This Act may be called the Foreign Awards (Recognition 
and Enforcement) Amendment Act, 1973 . 

2. Amendment of Act 45 of 1961. - For section 3 of the Foreign Awards 
(Recognition and Enforcement) Act, 1961, the following section shall be 
substituted , namely: 

* 3. Stay of proceedings in respect of matters to be referred to arbitration : 
Notwithstanding anything contained in the Arbitration Act 1940 ( 10 of 1940 ) 
or in the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (5 of 1908 ) if any party to an agree 
meatto which Article II of the Convention set forth in the Schedule applies, or 
any person claiming through or under him commences any legal proceedings 
in any court against any other party to the agreement or any person claim 
ing through or under him in respect of any matter agreed to be referred to 
arbitration in such agreement, any party to such legal proceedings may, at 
any time after appearance ,and before filing a written statement or taking

THE KONKAN PASSENGER SHIPS (ACQUISITION ) 

ACT, 1973 
(62 of 1973 ) 

An 

ACT 
to provide for the acquisition and transfer of the honkan passenger ships in order to 

serve better the needs of themaritime passengers of the Konkan coastal region and 
for matters connected thereu ith or incidental thereto . 
WHEREAS Messrs. Chowgule Steamships Limited, a company, was 

r կո 
ning the Konkan coastal passenger shipping service; 

AND WHEREAS the Konkan coastal passenger shipping service, which 
was suspended owing to the monsoons, was to be resumed by the said 
company by the first week of September , 1973, but has not yet been resumed , 
and the non-resumption of such passenger service is causing undue hardship 
to the maritime passengers of the Konkan coastal region ; 

AND WHEREAS complaints have been received by the Central Govern 
ment to the effect that the Konkan coastal passenger shipping service was 
not being run by the said company according to schedule and that the said 
service was irregular, unpunctual and undependable ; 

AND WHERFAs in the interests of the maritime passengers of the Konkan 
coastal region it is urgently necessary to resumethe Konkan coastal pas enger 
shipping service and for that purpose to acquire the ships, known as " Konkan 
Sevak " and Sarita " with which the said pissenger shipping service was 
being run by the said company.

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Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty- fourth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 


CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1 Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act : may be called the 
Konkan Passenger Ships (Acquisition ) Act, 1973 . 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 7th day of 
November, 1973. 

2. Definitions.- (1) . In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a) " appointed day " means the 7th day of November, 1973; 

(b ) " company” means the Chougule Steamships Limited , being 
ompany as defined in the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ), and having 
its registered office in the Union territory of Goa , Daman and Diu ; 

( c) “ Government company" has the meaning assigned to it by 
section 617 of the Companies Act, 1956 ( 1 of 1956 ); 

(d ) " Konkan coast" means that part of the western coast of India 
wirich is commonly known as the " Konkan coast" ; 

(e) " Konkan Passenger ships " means the passenger ships, known 
as Konkan Sevak" and “ Sarita " and owned by the company, 

( 2) Words and expressions used in this Act and not defined but 
defined in the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958 ), have the mean 
ings respectively assigned to them in that Act. 


CHAPTER II 
ACQUISITION OF THE KONKAN PASSENGER SHIPS 


3. Acquisition of the Konkan passenger ships. - On the appointed day, 
1.ownership of the Konkan passenger ship shall, by virtue of this Act, 
sta d transferred to, and vest in , the CentralGvernment free from all 
encumbrances. 

4. Power of CentralGovernment to direct vesting of Konkan passenger ships in 
a Government company.- (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 3 , 
the CentralGovernment may , if it is satisfied that a Government company 
is willing to comply, or has complied , with such termsand conditions as that 
Governmentmay think fit to impose, direct, by an order in writing, that the 
ownership in relation to the Konkan passenger ships shall, instead of 
iontinuing to vest in the Central Government, west in that Government 
company either on the date of publication of the direction or on such earlier 
or later date (not being a date earlier than the appointed day) as may be 
spocified in the direction

Where an order vesting the ownership of the Kor kan passenger 
ships in any Government company is made under sub -section (1) , all the 
rights , liabilities and obligations of the Central Government in relation to 
such ships shall, on and from the date of such vesting, be deemed to have 
become the rights , liabilities and obligations, respectively , of the Govern 
ment company. 

5. General effect of vesting.- (1) For the purposes of section 3, the 
Konkan passenger ships shall be deemed to include all assets, rights, powers , 
authorities, privilegsand all properties in the ships, all rights under any 
policy ofinsurance, licence or any other instrument, and all other proprrties 
belonging to , or held for the purpose of running, the ships (or for which any 
order has been placed by the company), including fuels, stores, machinery, 
apparatus, navigational aids, maps, charts , spare tail shafts , spare propel 
lers and other spare parts, whether on board or on the shore . 

(2 ) If on the appointed day any suit, appeal or other proceeding of 
whatever nature in relation to any business of the company relating to the 
Konkan coastal passenger shipping service or the Konkan passenger ships is 
pending by or against the company, the same shall not . abate, be dis 
continued or be, in any way, prejudicially affected by reason of the transfer 
of the Konkan passenger ships, or of anything contained in this Act, but the 
suit, appeal or other proceeding may be continued , prosecuted and enforced 
by or against the company. 

6. Central Government to become the lessee in respect of shore properties, etc. 
(1) On and from the appointed day , a permanent lease shall be deemed to 
have been granted by the company in favour of the Central Government or 
the Government company, as the case may be, in respect of every property, 
movable and immovable (including jetties, wharves and other property 
needed for navigational purposes), on the shores of the Konkan coast and 
owned and u -ed by the company mme liately before the suspension of the 
Konkan coastal passenger shipping service for runnirg the said service . 

( 2 ) The lease referred to in sub -section ( 1) shall be held by the 
Central Government or the Government company, as the case may be, yn 
such terms and conditions and on the payment of such rent as may be 
mutually agreed upon by and between the com any and the Central 
Government or the Gvernment company, and in default ofsuch agreement 
asmay be dete mined by the principal civil court of original jurisdiction 
within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the property in question is 
situated 

(3) Where any property, in vable or immovable ( including jetties, 
wharves an : other property needed for navigational purpose.), on the shores 
of the konkan cos was used by the company for running the Konkan 
coa tal passenger shippirg service and was held by it, immediately before 
the apprinted day, under any leas : or other greement, he CentralGuvern 
men or the Government company, as the case may be, shall be deeaed 10 
have become substituted in place of the company as the lessee of such 
property or as party to such other agreement, as the case may be, and shall 
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hold such lease or other agreement on the same terms and conditions on 
which it was being held by the company immediately belore the appointer 
day. 

7. Central Government or Government company not to be liable for prior 
liabilities . - 1) Every liability of the company in relation to the Kol kan 
passenger ships in respect of any period prior to the appninted day shallbe 
enforceable against it and not against the Central Government or the 
Government company . 

(2 ) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that 

(a) no claim for wages, provident fund , pension , gratuity, cesses, 
taxes or wharfag- or any other dues in respect of any period prior to 
the appointed day in relation to the Konkan passenger ships shall 
be enforceable agair:st the Central Government or the Government 
company; 

(b ) no award , decree or order of any court, tribunal or other 
authority in relation to the Konkan passenger ships or any of them , 
whether passed before or after the appointed day, in relation to any 
matter, claim or dispute which aro e before the appointed day shall 
be enforceable against the Central Government or the Government 
company; 

(c) no liability for the contravention of any provision of law for 
the time being in force , made before the appointed day, shall be 
enforceable against the Central Goveroment or the Government 

company. 

8. Duty to deliver possession of Konkan passenger ships.--- (1) Notwith 
standing any decree, judgment or order of any court or anything contained 
in any other law for the time being in force or in any contract or other 
in trurnent, the company or any other person having possession of the 
Konkan passenger ships, shall deliver posse sion of such ships to the Central 
Government or the Government company forthwith . 

(2) The CentralGovernment may take or cause to be taken all 
ncccsary steps for securing possession of the Konkan passenger ships, the 
ownership of which has vesteci in it mder section 3 . 

13 ) Any person having in his possession , custody or control any 
books. documents . rouler papers relating to the Konkan passenger ships or 
any of them shall be liable to account for the said books, documents or other 
papers to the Central Government or to such person as that Government 
may siecify in this behalf: 

Provide that where common books, docuinents or other papers are 
niain ained by the company in relation to the Konkan passenger ships or 
any of thein and other ships, copies of so much of the books , documents and 
otherlapes as re! ste to the Konkan passenger ships or any of them shall be 
delive ed forthwi h to the Central Government or the person specified by 
thai Gavernment. 
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Duty to furnish inventory of articles on the ships.-- The company shall, 
within such period as ite Central Governmentmay allow in this behalf, furrish 
to that Gov rnment a complete inventory, as on the appointed day of the 
assets, instruments apparatus and all other properties, whether on board 
or on the shores or elsewhere. in relation to the Konkan passenge ships. 


CHAPTER III 
PAYMENT OF AMOUNT 


10. Payment of amount -- ( 1) The company shall be gisen by the 
Central Government in cash , -- 

(a ) for the vesting in it, under section 3, of the ownership of 
the Konkan passenger ships, and 

(b ) for the vesting in it, under section 6 , of the rights specified 
therein , 
an amount equal to a sum of Rupeex ninety lakhs. 

(2 ) In addition to the amount specified in sub -section ( 1), the 
Central Government shall re- imburse the company to the extent of the 
expenses actually 

incurreu by it for the annual survey of the Konkan 
passenger ships for the year 1973. 

11. Amount due to the Shipping Development Fund Committee to be deducted 
in the first instance.- (1) Out of the amount referred to in section 10 , the 
Central Government shall deduci, in the first instance, any amount due from 
the company to the Shipping Development Fund Committee in relation to the 
Konkan passenger ships and shall pay the sum so deducted 
Committee, and on sıch payment the liability of the company in relation to 
the said ships shall, to the extent of such payment, stand discharged . 

(2 ) . The deductions referred to in sub -section (1), shall have priority 
over all other creditors, whether secured or unsecured .

CHAPTER IV 


MISCELLANEOUS 
12. Effect of Act on other laws. - The provisions of this Act shall have 
effect notwithstanding anything in consistent therewith contained in any other 
law for the time being in force or any instrument having effect by virtue of 
any law other than this Act or any decree or order of any court, tribunal or 
other authority 

13. Contracts , etc. , cease to have effectunless ratified by the Central Gove nment 
or Governm nt company. - ( 1) Every contract entered into by thc rompany 
for any service, sale or supply in relation to the Konkan passenger ships and 
in force immediately before the appointed day shall, on and from the expiry 
of thirty days from the appointed day, cease to have effect as against the 
Central Government or the Government company unless such contract is, 
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before the expiry of the said period of thirty days ratified , in writing, by the 
Central Government or the Government company, as the case may be, and in 
ratifying such conur. ct the Central Government or the Government company 
may make such alterations or modifications therein as the circunstances 
of the case may require : 

Provided that the Central Government or the Government company 
shall not omit to ratify a contract unless it is satisfied thatsuch contract is 
unduly onerous or has been entered into in bad faith or is detrimental to 
the interests of the Konkan coastal passenger shipping service. 

(2) The Central Güvernment or the Government company shall not 
omit to ratify a contract or make any alteration or modification therein 
except after giving to the parties to the contract a reasonable opportunity of 
being heard , and except after recording , in writing , its reasons for refusal 
to ratify the contract or for the alteration or modification of the contracı. 

14 . Penalties.- Any person who, 

(a ) having in his possession , custody or control any proper y 
forming part of the Konkan passenger ships or any of them , wrongfully 
withholds such property from the Central Government or the Government 
company , or 
(b ) wrongrully obtains possession of, or retains, 

any property 
foiming part of the Konkan passenger ships or any of them , or 

(c ) wilfully withholds or fails to furnish to the CentralGovernmentor 
any pers n specified by that Government, any docum nt, or copy or part 
thereof, relating to the Koukan passenger ships or any of them which may 
be in his possession , custody or control or fails to deliver to ihe Central 
Government or the Government company any assets, books of account, 
registers or other do uments in his custody relating to the Konkan passenger 
ships or any of them or copy of the relevant part of such documents, or 

(d ) wilfully fails to furnish an inventory as required by section 9, or 
furnishes an inventory which he knows, or has reasonable cause to belicve, 
to be false, or 

(e) wrongfully removes or destroys any property forming part of the 
Konkan passenger ships or any of them or prefers any claim which he knows 
or has reasonable cause to believe to be false or grossly inaccurate, 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to (wo 
years, or with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both . 

15. Offences by companies -- ( 1) Where an offence under this Act has 
been committed by a company, every person who at the time the offence 
was committed was in charge of, and was resporsible to , the company for 
the conduct ofthe business of the company, as well as the company shall be 
deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded 
against and punish accordingly: 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub -section shall render any . 
such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was 
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com nitted without his knowledge or that he had exercised all due diligence 
to prevent the commission of such offence . 

( 2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section ( 1) , where any 
offence under this Act has been com nitted by a company and it is proved 
that the offence has been committed with the consent or connivance of, or is 
attributable to , any neglect on the part of, any director, manager , secretary 
or other officer of the company , such director , manager, secretary or other 
officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence and shall be liable to be 
proceeded against and punished accordingly. 

Explanation. For the purposes of this section , 

(a ) " company" means any body corporate and includes a firm or other 
association of individuals ; and 

(6) " director” in relation to a firm ,means a partner in the firm . 

16. Protection of action taken in good faith . - No suit, prosecution or other 
legalproceeding shall lie aģinst the Central Government or the Government 
company or any of its officers or other employees for anything which is in 
good faith done or intended to be done under this Act. 

17. Cognizence of offences.--Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 , (5 of 1898 ), no court shall take cogni 
zance of sny offence agai ist this Act except on a complaint, in writing, made 
by the CentralGovernment or any officer authorised in this behalf by that 
Government. 

18. Delegation of powers.-- (1) The CentralGovernment may , by noti 
îication in the Official Gazeite , direct that all or any of the po vers exercisable 
by it under this Act may also be exercised by such person or persons as may 
be specified in the notification 

(2 ) Whenever any delegation of power is made under sub -section (1), 
the person to w om such power has been delegated shall act under the 
direction , control and supervision of the Centrul Government. 

19.. Power to makı rules - (1) The CentralGovernment may, by notifi 
cation in the OfficialGazette , make riles t carry out the provisions of this 
Act. 

( 2) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act shall 
be laid , as soon asmay be after it is made, before each House of Parliament, 
while it is in session , for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised 
in one session or in two or more successive sessions, and if, before the expiry 
of the session immediately following the session or the successive sessions 
aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or both 
Houses agree that the rule should not bemade, the rule shall thereafter have 
effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so , 
however, thatany such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice 
to the validity of anything previously done under that rule. 
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20. Repoal and saving .-- (1) The Konkan Passenger Ships ( Acquisition) 
- Ordinance, 1973 , (4 of 1973 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the Ordinance so repealed ( including any declaration or order made 
thereunder), shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the corres 
ponding provisions of this Act .

And whereas the Government of Kerala and Government of Tamilnad 
have subsequently agreed to increase the quota of 800 permits to 900 permits 
for each State ; 

Now ; therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section (3 - B ) 
of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act 4 of 1939) and 
in super session of the notification No. G. O. Rt. 823 /73/PW dated 10-8-1973 
published in the Gazette dated 21-8-1973 , the Government of Kerala hereby 
publish the following agreement entered into between the Gyvenment of 
Kerala and Government of Tamilnad, the same having been previously 
published as required under sub-section (3A ) of the said section and no 
ohjections or suggestions having been received . 

And, now , under clause IV of sub-section (1) of section 43 of the said 
Act , the Government of Kerala also hereby issue the following directions to 
the State Transport Authority , Kerala as required by the proviso to the said 
sub -section . 

AGREEMENT AND DIRECTION 
The total number of permits other than temporary permits issued under 
section 62 ofMotor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act IV of 1939) for public 
Carriers Vehicles on the interstate ro ites between Kerala State and Tamilnad 
shall be fixed as 1800 and the number of such permits issued in each State 
shall not exceed nine hundred; 

• The quota of public carrier permits of each State to be countersigned 
by the other State in accordance with the proviso to section 63 (3 ) of 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act 4 of 1939 ) shall be nine hundred , 
and the position being reviewed when the number of permits issued in any 
one State becomes 875 ; 

The countersignature shall be granted for. plying the vehicles on all 
National and State Highways in the Kerala State and Tamilnad other than 
prohibited routes with permission to deviate to the extent of Thirtv Kilo 
metres on either side so as to reach a manutacturing unit, or an industrlal 
centre : 
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Provided that such Vehicles shall not on their return journey pick up 
any goods in the reciprocating Stares for setting down at any place enroute 
in that State : 

Provided further that on the forward journey there shall be no restric 
tion on setting down goods anywhere in thereciprocating State, but no goods 
will be picked up in that State .

GURUVAYOOR DEVASWOM , 
ADMINISTRATION REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1972 

Introduction 

HISTORY OF THE TEMPLE 
The famous " Sree Krishna Temple " at Guruvayur is situated in 
Chavakkad Taluk , Trichur District in Kerala State. Prior to the formation 
of the Kerala State in 1956 , Chavakkad was only a sub taluk of Ponnani 
Taluk which formed part of the Malabar District in the former Madras 
State . There is no clear evidence to prove the year of origin of this temple. 
According to prevalent mythology , the temple is the creation of "Guru and 

Vayu . Guru is the preceptor of the Devas and Vayu the Lord of the 
winds. The name " Guruvayurappan " is believed to have been derived 
from the fact that the installation and consecration of the idol was done by 
Guru and `Vayu . The idol is stated to be made of Pathalanjana Sila , 
which is rarely seen . Legend has it that Vasudevan , the father of Lord 
Sri Krishna was worshipping this idolat Dwaraka. At the end of 
Dwaparayuga and before “ Swargarohana Sri Krishna advised Udhavar , 
his ardent devotee, to inform Guru and `Vayu that it was his desire to 
preserve this idol before Dwaraka was submerged by the ocean and that it 
was to be installed at an appropriate place for the benefit of mankind 
during Kaliyuga . Accordingly, Guru and Vayu took charge of the idol 
and set out to select a suitable place. They saw lake of lotuses 
where Lord Siva was enjoying his leelas in company with Sree Parvathi. 
Lord Siva , the presiding deity ofMammiyur temple advised them to install 
the vigrala at the southern bank of that lake. They did so and it is at this 
place that the temple has come up. Even now , daily nivedyams are offered 
to two " Balikkallus” which are dedicated to Guru and Vayu at the 
eastern entrance to the inner precincts of the temple in memory of this event. 

The temple is built in Kerala style . On the eastern and Western 
sides, there are Gopurams: Inside the. Mathilakam , the Dwajasthambam 
( flag staff) stands in the centre of the eastern side . At the south east corner , 
the Koothambalam is constructed. Here, Koothu , by Chakiar is performed 
during Mandalam and ulsavam seasons. To the north western side of 
the Koothambalam , there is a small shrine of " Sastha" or " Ayyappan " . The 
outer side of the main temple is encircled by Vilakku Madam " of eleven 
rows of small lamps fastened on brass covered wooden lines. The inner 
precincts of the temple are reached through a passage between the two 
vathilmadams, a place from where certain religious rites are performed on 
certain days. Beyond the Vathilmadam is the Mandapam and beyond that 
is the sanctum sanctorum or Sreckovil . On the south Western side of the 
Sreekovil, there is a small templededicated to Lord Vigneswara or Ganapathi. 
Outside themathilakam , on the north eastern side is the shrine of Bhagavathi. 
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The following temples are the subsidiaries of this Temple: 

(1) Thalakkottukara Siva temple , Kunnamkulam . 
(2 ) Anjur Ayyappan Kavu temple, Mundur . 
(3) Manganchira Vishnu temple , Annakara , Chavakkad Taluk . 
( 4) Verm innur Siva Temple, Kunnissery near Alathur. 

It it said that the Narayanankulangara Bhagavathi Temple atGuruvayur 
and Thamarayur Sri Kantapuram Temple are subsidiaries of this temple . 
These are being examined . 

Lord Krishna, the presiding deity is known for ready response to the 
prayers of his devotees. This accounts for the thousands of worshippers 
visiting the temple daily throughout the year . The fame of Guruvayurappan 
increas d from the days of Melpathur Narayanan Bhattathiripad ," the 
author of Narayaneeyam . 

The ownership of the temple is not authentically known. It is said that 
centuries ago, there were 72 Namboodiri Illoms in the neighbourhood of 
Guruvayur and they were the uralers of the temple. As years passed , all these 
illomsexcept Mallissery illom became extinct and their properties were 
vested in the Devaswom . Those were the days of Zamorin s Rule and 
gradually the Zamorin Raja became the Melkoima of the temple . 
Subsequently , disputes arose between the Zamorin Raja and the Mallisseri 
Namboodiripad and in 1915 the Court of Wards took over the management 
of the Devaswom and it continued till 1927 , in which year the administration 
was again tranferred to the Zamorin Raja . In 1930 , a scheme for 
administration of the Devaswom was framed by the Madras High Court. 
This schemewas slightly modified later on by the District Court at Calicut 
in 1938. According to this scheme, the Zamorin Raja became the 
Hereditary Trustee and Mallisseri Namboodiripad the Co-Trustee . This 
administration continued till March 1971 . 

To the greatest disappointmentand sorrow of all, several portions of 
the vilakku madam of this temple were gutted by an accicental fire 
night of 29-11-1970 . In March 1971, the Governmentof Kerala having felt that 
it was expedient to reorganise the administration of the Devaswom in the 
the interests of the general public, promulgated the Guruvayur 
Devaswom Ordinance 1971 (12 of 1971) and took over the administration 
from the hereditary trustees and vested it in a Committee called the 
Guruvayur Devaswom Managing Committee consisting of 17 members with 
effect from 9-3-1971. This ordinance was subsequently repealed by the 
Gui uvayur Devaswom Act 1971 (Act 6 of 1971) .

The main items of receipts are from collections from 
Devaswom s share in the conduct of offerings, rent collection from sathrams: 
elephant hire charges and interest on investments. Previously , the Devaswom 
was getting abɔut Rs. 16,000 and 55,000 paras of paddy as michavaram 
and pattam . But the laws relating to land tenures were revised several times. 
The jenmam right of the lands owned by the Devaswom is now vested in 
the Government and hence no michavaram or pattam is realised from these 
lands. The Government are now allowing an interim annuity to the 
Devaswom . An amount of Rs. 1,25,798 was given as interim annuity in each 
of the years 1971 and 1972.

The excess of expenditure over the incomewas made by withdiawal of 
funds from the savings bank accounts of the Devaswom in the various banks 
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Festivals 
“ Mandalam and “ Vaisakham " are the important seasons in Guruvayur. 
Mandalam ” begins on Ist Vrischigam and lasts for 41 days. The ‘Ekadasys 
of the fullmoon fortnight during Vrischigam is the most important day 
during Mandalam season . 

This Ekadasi is known as Guruvayur Ekadasi 
and is considered to be the day on which Lord Sri Krishna give the 
"Geethopadesam to Arjuna. It is an auspicious day for Hindus to observe 
Vratham and fasting and a large crow I attend th s festival in the temple . 

Vaisakh ım sea 0.1 starts on the New Moon day of Mecand lasts 
for 30 days . 

The annual festival (ulsavam ) of this temple is conducted in Kumbam 
( February -March ) for 10 days. Fro.n 1972 onwards, a Sahasra kalasam 
is conducted annually . It starts 9 days prior to the beginning of Ulsavam 
and ends on the day previous to the start of ulsavam . This is an auspicious 
function to improve devinity of the temple . The ulsavam begins with 
fainous Ana Ottam (Elephant race ) and flag hoisting on the first day 
which falls on pooyam star day in Kumbam . " Ulsavabali ” on the 8th day, 
Pallivetta on the 9th day and " Arat " or holy immersion of the idol in the 
sacred northern temple tank on the 10th day are the most important days 
of the festival. 

Sivarathri in Thalakkottukara and Vermanur temples, Ashtami 
Rohini in Manganchira temple and Makara vela in Anhoor temple are the 
important festival days in the subsidiary temples. 


Establishment 
Scc. 14 of the Guruvayur Devaswom Act lays down that the Government 
shall appoint an officer not below the rank of a Deputy Collector or 
Deputy Commissioner appointed under the Madras H. R. & . C. E. Act and 
professing the Hindu religion as the Administrator for the Devaswom . 
Accordingly, the Govt. appointed Sri C. H. Damodaran Nambiar, Deputy 
Collector as Administrator and he continued as such from 9-3-1971 to 
13-3-1972 (A . N.) He was succeeded by Sri K. SankunniNair, I. A. S. on the 
A. N.of 13-3-1972 and he is still working as Administrator. 

The conditions of service of all officers and employees of the Devaswom 
appointed on time scales of pay are the same as those prescribed for Govern 
ment servants of similar standing and status in the Kerala Service Rules . 
However, Rule 60 K. S. R. ( Part I) and the Rules relating to the 
retirement benefits in Part III of the K. S. R. are not applicable to the 
members borne on the Kalanilayam establishment except the officer of the 
Devaswom in charge of that establishment. The Managing Committee has 
since addressed the Goyt. to sanction D. C. R. gratuity and a Contributory 
Provident Fund Scheme for the benefit of the kalanilayam staff. 

An appointment Board has been constituted under sec. 20 of the 
Guruvayur Devaswom Act for dealing with the appointment of all officers 
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and employees of the temple. The following are the members of the 
appointment board :

The accounts of the Devaswom are audited by the staff of the 
Examiner of Locul Fund Accounts (H. R. & .

A contribution of 5 % and audit fee of 14 % on the income are paid 
annually to the Commissioner, H. R. & . C. E. Dept., Calicut . 

Educational Institutions 
Sree Krishna High School, Guruvayur: - This School is directly managed 
by the Devaswom . 
Sree Krishna College, Guruvayur : --Though the college is managed by the 
Sree Krisina Educational Society , a society registered under the 
Societies Registration Act, the entire funds required for the college 
have been given to the society by this Devaswom as interest free loan . 
The amount so far given is Rs. 32,97.198 :17 out of which Rs. One 
lakh cach was given in each of the years 1971 & 1972 . 

Improvements effected 
Water Supply: -- The work of converting the western tank into a 
drinking water supply source was completed during the year . 
A Sum of Rs. 2,43,762.43 was spent on this work .

Krishnattam 
Krishnattam is a dance drama founded by a Zamoria Raja who lived 
about 250 years ago . 8 Leelas of Lord Sri Krishna are depicted in this , 
viz . Avatharam , Kaliya Mardanam , Rasakreeda, Kamsa Vadha , 
Swayamvara , Banayudha, Vivida Vadhá and Swargarohana. The 
Krishnattam troupe was previously maintained by the Zamorin Raja till 
1-1-1955 on which date it was transferred permanently to this Devaswom and 
the Kalanilayan establish nent of this Devaswom thus came into being. 

There were 200 krishnatram performances in 1971 and 194 performances 
in 1972 . We are charging Rs. 200 for a day s performance . 

Conclusion 
The Managing Committee has various programmes for providing better 
facilities to the devotees. Accommodation problem will be cased considera- .. 
bly when the work ; now proposed to be undertaken are completed . The 
Oottupura, Anikkottil and eastern Nadapura inside the gopuram have to be 
demolished as they are very old and new ones have to be constructed in 
their places. With the blessings of Lord Guruvayurappan , the Committee. 
hopes to take up these items immediately , after the present renovation 
works are over .
